GUARD TORE UP 
U.S. FLAG IN EAST 


An American flag floating over a 
crowd of steel workers was torn from 
its staff, ripped into shreds and thrown 
to the winds by a Pennsylvania state 
policeman Sunday night, according to 
James Maurer, president of the Penn- 
sylvania federation of labor, who spoke 
in Carmen’s hall last night. 

“Now, you rascals, you lying ras- 
cals; you newspapermen, get it 
straight,” he shouted. “It was thrown 
in the mud and trampled on by a po- 
liceman, one of the Cossacks hired to 
do the dirty work of the steel corpors- 
tion, not by a worker.” 

“We were getting ready for the 
strike meeting on our own property, 
with an American flag floating from a 
staff over the speaker’s platform, = 
he said. “A mob of these ‘Cossacks, 
on their horses, came pushing through 
the crowd, trampling men, women, 
and children under foot. The flag- 
staff caught the legs of one horse and 
it was thrown, with its rider.

FIUME AND MEXICO. 

The day American marines landed in Trau, Dal- 
matia, to force the Italians out and restore the 
place to the Jugo-Slavs it was given out in Paris 
by Italy’s representatives that President Wilson's 
mandate to Italy regarding Fiume had been re- 
ceived and contents noted. 

The Italians say that Mr. Wilson refused to con- 
sider Tittoni’s proposition that Fiume bo given to 
Italy and that the port be internationalized. The 
Italians are informed that Italy must put D’Anaun- 
zio out of Fiume and restore order there, and if 
the poetvis not put out with his troops and his 
government the United States will blockade Italy 
economically. 

At the same time it is announced from Mexico 
that Villa has gathered nine or more generals to 
& new cause against Carranza and that this time 
the numerous sins of the Mexican president are 
about to come down on his head, which may or may 
not be the case. The old fox hasn’t been caught 
yet. But Villa and nine generals can create a con- 
dition which would make D’Annunzio’s best dis- 
order seem as the peace of & church at midnight.

But the 
effect on the American public will be short of 
what he intended, because he seemed to be, and 
probably was, overplaying his hand. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick and Mr. F&ter have talked too much and 
too plainly in terms of revolutionary radicalism to 
be able suddenly to slip on the cloaks of the con- 
servative champions of unionism. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Fitzpatrick made allegations 
which will challenge the conscience of the public, 
and which cannot be brushed aside by pompous 
platitudes about law and order. The law and order 
America is going to maintain are-based on justice 
and the welfare of our people. We don’t intend to 
let our regard for them and our appreciation of 
their paramount importance be used as defenses 
for social conditions which, if continued, will 
poison our American life. j 
We do not believe Mr. Fitzpatrick’s high cviored 
picture of oppression, conspiracy, corruption of 
courts and police can be sustained by evidence, but 
it is important that so far as possible and as 
promptly as possible the truth should be searched 
out. At the same time the real character of.the 
Fitzpatrick-Foster purposes should be disclosed. 
There is evidence from impartial sources that 
some of the policies and conditions 4n the steel in- 
dustry are not consistent with American stan- 
ards. If the industry will not correct them they 
must be corrected’ from without. Their correction 
should not be left to the destructive methods of in- 
dustrial warfare and they are not going to be. 


FREE SPEECH AND FREE 


ASSEMBLY.

‘When the right of assembly is pleaded to justify 
gatherings not for discussion and persuasion, but 
for carrying on violence, it does not apply, and! 
ought not to be enforced. Disorderly gatherings 
in streets and near factories involved in the strike 
are not free assemblies in the sense of the consti- 
tution. They are not agencies of discussion, but 
agencies of force. : 
Charges of breach of the rights of free speech 
and free assembly therefore have to be examined 
in the light of the actual facts. In the present 


servance of these precious rights, should see 
to their full protection and enjoyment. But they 
‘should not be allowed to cover unlawfulness, intimi- 
dation, or violence.

Edgar Lee Masters was born in Gar- 
nett, Kans., on August 23, 1869. He was 
graduated from high school and from 
Knox college, Galesburg, Ill. He studied 
law in his father’s office. ~He married 
Miss Helen M. Jenkins.
